The recent developaente in Hungary should not surprise anyone: they are but 
a stage in the execution of e plan which the Soviet Government ie pursuing 
systematically and with the utmost steadfastness of purpose* 

The Ruaanian people and 1 went through — two and a half years ago — the ex- 
parlance now occurring to the Hungarian people and to Prim* Minister Major * If 
there la any difference, it consists only in the way in which tne whole "coup" 
ended* Priae Minister Nagy did not have the chanoe to see from close quarters 
tha Soviet fiat dsseonding over him; in our cate, I went through the whole dra- 
ma on the spot and yielded to the intrigues, tha conspiracies, and tha threats 
only when Vice-Coamisear Vyahlnski, Moscow's envoy, suddenly appeared in Bucha- 
rest and ordered the disarming of the Rumanian bone any* Once thia was accom- 
plished ha forced King Michael, under the threat of Russian guns, to dismiss 
ny Governs* nt and to appoint instead one selected by the Soviet Government* 

It is float likely that after ny dismissal I should have dearly paid for my 
stubbornness if I had not found refuge in the British Legation* Subsequently, 
the Vyahinaki-appointed Gross Government twice attempted to show me what my 
lot would have been* • .But I ahd good luck and eventually escaped abroad. 

As regards the means employed by the Soviet authorities tp attain their 
goajJ tfre setting up of s (KwarmnlsV^uinaterVetdae, they have been the fane 
in Budapest as they ha? Seen ^ Bucharest* 

In Budapest they charge Prism Minister Nagy with having plotted — in con- 
junction with other prominent leaders of the Smallholders Party, the party 
which had gained e substantial majority at the parliamentary elections,— 
against the republic. They even claim to have evidence in support of such an 
accusation* However, when asked by the American and British Governments to 
show thia svldenca, that is to make public whit in thalr view had justified 
the ousting of a constitutional govsmmsnt, their only answer is that this 
evidence ie in the hands of the present "Hungarian Government" and, inasmuch 
as the Soviet authorities do not Intend "to interfere with the internal af- 
fairs of Hungary", they do not see their way towards asking that Government 
to comply with Anglo-American demand* It is quite obvious that such evi- 
dence does not exist, e nd the contention to the contrary is but a pretext 
brought forward to Justify what has been done. 

What happened in Rumania was not greatly different* 

The Ruaanian ooomunists, a very 1 but vociferous minority, had been 
organising armed bands ever since the Soviet Army entered Rumania, These 
bands, ltd by ooaaaunl at members of my own cabinet, were let loose to spread 
anareny throughout the land* In my capacity as Prims Minister and Minister 
of the Interior, I naturally tried to check their activities, and, as I knew 
the source from which their order a were issued, although aware that my inter- 
vention would be fruitless, I requested the Soviet diplomatic representative, 

Mr Pavlov, to impose some moderation on their agents* ^2* received the same 
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answer which General Spiridor recently gave in Budapest; "these are internal 
affairs in which 1 cannot interfere" • But at the same tins he did not miss 
the opportunity of accusing me of not allowing the "people" to desxons Irate, 
the "people" being the couaunist a mad bands which were attem p ti ng by force 
to seise local government buildings (prefectures and town and village halls)* 

In the end, as the Soviets could not find a sufficiently serious pretext 
to bring about ny dismissal — which they wanted chiefly because I had declared 
ny Intention of holding free elections at an early data — they organised, on 
24 February, 1945, a "mats demonstration", designed to dislodge ny Government 
by pressure from the etreets. I gave orders that the demonstration should b# 
allowed to take place without hindrance from the authorities* After a lot of 
noise, and in spite of various pranaditated provocations, whan towards the 
evening the affair was threatening to peter out without making any impression, 
ths self-appointed representatives of the "people" resorted to a typical com- 
munist method! they shot eight of their own supporters* so that thay could call 
me "the murderer of the people" * I optalned evidence tfHthls Tra me ■ qp that very 
evening, by calling Tor an Immediate autopsy of the murdered man* Toe findings 
of this autopsy vers clean the bullets extracted from the corpses were all of 
Russian manufaoturs * Neither the Rumanian polios nor the Arsy had" ouch munitions, 

I brought this fact to the knowledge of the whole world, and, so far, it has not 
bean denied from any quartar* It cannot be denied: it was already widely known, 
and our authorities were in possession of full evidence that the so-called "Patri- 
otic Defense", the armed communist militia, was provided with Russian weapons* 
However, ae it seemed that ny new position of a "murderer of the people" was 
not a sufficiently convincing pretext to justify measures against ae, Vyshinekl 
and Gross invented another "orime": I was denounced for having prepared a plot 
against the Soviet Army. For this purpose I was purported to have brought 
seventy thousand troops from the provinces to Bucharest* 

This was another trumped-up charge which demonstrates the couplets lack of 
respect for truth in communist political machinations* Indeed, as a result of 
measures imposed by ths Soviet military mission, the Rinanian horns armor had prac- 
tically been suppressed* in disregard of the armisHee tens, which contaXnedTSo 
disposition of this kind, tfe were left* ifl February of 1945* with only throe 
skeleton divisions of three thousand men seen* a totaP oi nlne thousand min in- 
side tSs country* while elfhieen Rimmnlan (jlylsrons were fighting in Hungary and 
CsechosToyakia alongside the Soviet Army . The frontier guards and the genoara er ie 
(constabulary) had also been reduced to a third of their former effectives* 

(When these measures were first taken, in November of 1944, I was Chief of ths 
General Staff and objected energetically; it is from that occasion that tbs 
grudge which the Soviets had against me dates*) 

These plain facts did not prevent Vrahinaki and Grota from pointing out ths ex- 
istence of an army of savanty thousand In tha capital aa " otdaf evidence" of a plot ! 

Can anyone then be surprised, today, that the Hungarian Prime minister hae” been 
"plotting" against his own Government? 

But communist methods and tactics should be well known by now: systematic ob- 
struction in successive International conferences; disregard for the pledged word; 
obvious irttent to prevent a general settlement, at the sue time tightening their 
grip, by methods devoid of scruples, on the countries situated in the tone over 
which they have gained control and which they are trying to extend further. 

It looks, at last, as If today all the nations of the Western World have, with 
few exceptions, opened their eyes and have discovered the language which the com- 
munists are most likely to understand. There is still time to prevent mankind 
from being dragged into a new and worse disaster, by shoving in a concrete form 
that the policy of concessions has its limits.

final returns — which were coagletely reversed after 7lve days of secret plot- 
ting behind closed doors.

starving from lack of food because of the catastrophic economic conditions 
brought about by the exactions of the Soviet Union and of the Soviet Army, which 
lives on the land (Rumania having paid between September of 1944 and Uay of 1947 
one b illio n four hundred million dollars, under various headings, to the USSR), 
and by the incompetence and utter corruption of the Grose administration.
